Recipe for Gherkins. 

Four quarts small unripe cucum- 
bers, two quarts boiling wa 
red peppers, two tabloanenta 
cloves, one cup salt, one gallon 
vinegar, two sticks cinnamon, two 
tablespoons allspice. 

Wash the cucumbers and place 
in a stone crock. Add the cup of 
salt which has been dissolved in 
the two quarts of bolling water. 
Let the cucumbers stand in this 
for three days. Dra‘n and bring 
brine quickly to the boiling point 
Pour this over the cucumbers and 
again let stand for three days. Re- 
peat the same operation. Drain 
and wipe the cucumbers and pour 
over one gallon of boil'ng water in 
which one tablespoon of alum has 
been dissolved. Let stand six hours 
and then drain from the alum wa- 
ter. Cook the cucumbers 10 min- 
utes, a few at a time in one- 
quarter of the pickling mixture 
which has been heated to the boil- 
ing point. Boil 10 minutes. 

To make pickling mixture, com- 
bine the vinegar, the red peppers 
cinnamon, allspice and _ cloves 
Place the p'‘ckles in a stone crock 
and strain the remaining mixture 
over them. 

Mixed Pickles. 

Six cups tomato, pulp, four ta- 
blespoons chopped red pepper, four

Gorge H. Mark, prohibition admin- 
istrator. The State has no special 
agents for this work, relying upon 
the local police and county officers. 
Although the records would seem 
to indicate that the Federal agen- 
cies here are doing all that their 
resources would permit, 
complaint onthe part of the Anti- 
Saloon League people that they are 
lacking in prosecution enthusiasm.

There are half 
a .dozen big wholesale bootleggers 
who get it in by the carload and 
truck and limousine from Des 
Moines or Kansas City and other 
points north and south. It’s usual- 
ly alcohol, and at other times it’s 
monoshine, the latter selling for 
about $2.50 to $3 a pint, and the 
‘alcohol for $3 to $5. It is then dis- 
tributed to the hip-pocket dealers, 
who serve their customers. . 


Corn Whisky Is Chief Drink. 

“The chief drink here is corn 
whisky. Some of it is made right 
here in town and a lot is made in 
the country districts and around on 
the farms. At the present moment 
there is more alcohol here than any 
other kind of intoxicant, coming 
from Kansas City, Mo.; where there 
is a lot of redistilling of denatured 
alcohol. -Things are very loose in 
Kansas City.” 

Chief Tandy said that publicity 
seemed to be a greater deterrent 
to violations of the liquor laws than 
all the fines.and jails in the world.

acres were burned over. 

You wilt find these figures in the in- 
closed booklet, for which. 
States Forest Service furnished the data. 

We also inclose a folder containing 
forest fire information about Misseuri. 
Our own State had 2215 forest fires in 
1924, but TU venture to say that few of 
our own citizens know it. 

Tt is trae that of the 85,762 forest fires 
in 1925, many were comparatively insig- 
nificant from the consideration of ma- 
ture trees destroyed. Yet every fire éde- 
stroys or seriously damages yroung 
growth, which its just as essential to the 
perpetuation of our forest resources. 

The fires now ravaging the West and 
Northwest undoubtedly are due verv 
largely te careless tourists and campers.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 13.—A 
stake of dubious value, the order 
of an Indiana court prohibiting a 
fight in New York, was in contest 
before Superior Judge Clinton H. 
Givan today. 

Representatives of the Coliseum 
Club of Chicago sought a tempo- 
rary restraining order against the 
holding in. New York, Sept. 16, of 
a heavyweight championship match 
between Jack Dempsey and Gene 
Tunney, as contemplated in plans 
of Promoter Tex Rickard recently 
approved by the New York Boxing 
Commission. 

B. C. Clements of Chicago, acting 
for the plaintiff Collseum Club, 
asked the court’s backing to sustain 
an contract which he holds with 
Dempsey and Harry Wills, Negro 
challenger, which, he said, set forth 
Dempsey’s agreement to meet the 
Negro before fighting any other op- 
ponent. 

This contract was drawn up at 
Niles, Mich., last winter, and there 
has been some dispute as to 
whether the various parties have 
carried out its terms. 

Just what value the order of an 
Indiana court restraining Dempsey 
from fighting anyone before Wills 
would have in any other State is 
doubtful, but local attorneys assert- 
ed that through a fight with Tun- 
ney in New York or Chicago, Demp- 
sey would risk only being held in 
contempt of the Indiana court, pun- 
ishment for which could be avoid- 
ed as long as he remained out of 
the State.
